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TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF SALE 


1. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute arise between 
two or more bidders the lot in dispute shall immediately be put up 
again and resold, or not, as the Auctioneer may decide; who is also 
to regulate the biddings and be the sole arbiter. 

2. Purchasers must give in their names and addresses and pay a deposit 
of 20% of the purchase price if required, in default of which the lot 
or lots so purchased may be immediately put up again and resold. 

3. The lots are to be taken away and paid: for with all faults, if any, 
within 24 hours from the conclusion of the sale. 

4. To prevent inaccuracy in delivery and inconvenience in the settle¬ 
ment of purchases, no lot can be removed during times of sales and 
buyers must pay for the whole of their purchases before any par¬ 
ticular lot can be removed. 

5. All lots uncleared within the time mentioned may be resold by public
